Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed on November 28, 2004have been considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant asserts on p.6 that the compression rate for one camera is 
independent of the compression rates for other cameras, but this limitation is not 
claimed- Although this limitation is not claimed, Kato (US 6504850) shows in 
fig.1 that the compression rate, controlled by the bit rate control circuit (103), 
which is based on coding after compression which is shown by encoders 101 , of 
each video input is independent from the other video inputs (col.1 I. 65 - col,2 
I.36).
